DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record broadly discloses external force control methods using myoelectric potential to 
control an orthosis. Dohno as cited in the previous rejection is the closest relevant prior 
art but fails to suggest a factor setting step calculated by a ratio of the external force 
and the net force of the internal and external force. Furthermore, the art of record fails 
to teach a new external force setting step such that it approaches a desired value since 
the external force always remains a constant value less than the measured human 
contribution. It is not obvious from the prior art of record why one would employ either 
of these steps in a force control method as taught by applicant. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
